UKIO OZAKI is the Bern ard Baru ch of 
Japan , a comparison which on ly su ggests 
the prestige of this 91-year-old “eld er states­ 
man ” in his own cou n try. Bu t this commen t 
is con cern ed with his matchless prestige in the 
Un ited States. 
Away back in 1908, before Japan ’s sword 
rattlers d rown ed ou t the cou n sel of men like 
Ozaki, he sen t those famou s cherry trees to 
Washin gton . They were in ten d ed to symbol­ 
ize his people’s gratitu d e for America’s part 
in en d in g the Ru sso-Japan ese war. 
Ever 
sin ce, they have been a d elight to the people 
of the Un ited States—on e of the most memor­ 
able of all graciou s gestu res. 
The man behin d the gestu re n ow is in this 
cou n try to talk with officials abou t Japan ese- 
American relation s. He reached Washin gton 
too late to see the famou s cherry blossoms. 
Bu t he promised , with a twin kle in his eye, to 
come back to see them after his 100th birth­ 
d ay, an d the od d s again st that are n ot too 
heavy. 
Nin ety-on e years on Mr. Ozaki d o 
n ot seem to be a bu rd en . 
He carries them 
with the agile grace of a man who has learn ­ 
ed the secret of seren ity. 
Wars have come 
an d gon e. The sword rattlers of Japan are 
temporarily ou t of bu sin ess. There is a n ew 
problem called Commu n ism which Mr. Ozaki 
can id en tify as the same problem which 
eru pted in the Ru sso-Japan ese war in 1904- 
1905. There are n ew faces an d n ew n ames, 
bu t it’s the same world . Whatever men have 
accomplished in the way of progress is in the 
tru steeship of a tin y min ority of Ozakis who 
have accu mu lated en ou gh wisd om to kn ow 
what kin d of a world it is.

The Fortunes O f W ar 
THE NAME of Viscou n t Wavell, retu rn in g 
to the n ews for the last time as Britain s 
great field marshal yield s to the u ltimate 
en emy, is a spu r to remin iscen ce of a great 
series of even ts. 
Wavell was the ben eficiary an d the victim 
of all the fortu n es of war. He won the first 
Allied victory in World War II an d presid ed 
over on e of the Allies’ most hu miliatin g d e­ 
feats. 
A profession al sold ier who won his 
spu rs in his majesty’s service in In d ia, it fell 
to his lot to be servin g as the last viceroy of 
that fad in g jewel in the crown of empire 
when the Labor govern men t an n ou n ced its 
historic d ecision to gran t In d ian in d epen d ­ 
en ce. 
He took his u ps an d d own s with the grace 
an d poise of a pu blic servan t who has learn ed 
to su blimate self to the n ecessities of the hou r. 
He may have been En glan d ’s greatest sold ier 
of his gen eration ; n o on e will ever kn ow\ He 
might have been the greatest viceroy of In d ia 
sin ce Clive; n o on e will ever kn ow. He will 
fin d his n iche in history as on e of the ablest 
pu blic servan ts of his time—a man who d id 
what he was called u pon to d o an d always 
d id it to the best of his very great ability.

Man y in ­ 
tellectu als in highly in flu en tial 
position s, who cou ld n ot possibly 
be sold the fu ll Marxian lin e, 
have fallen for an d are con stan t- 
lyly u sin g some of the Commu ­ 
n ists’ best tools. Labels su ch as 
‘Red -baiter” 
an d 
“Witch-hu n - 
ter,” “an ti-labor,” “an ti-Negro,” 
“an ti-Jew,” are Commu n ist tools. 
They are the best tools Commu ­ 
n ists in America have d evised to 
take the heat off themselves. 
The label 
“Red -baiter” 
has 
abou t vmrn ou t its effectiven ess. 
Bu t 
“Witch-hu n ter,” 
“an ti-la­ 
bor,” “an ti-Jew,” 
“an ti-Negro” 
all have an u gly con n otation . Few 
American s wan t to be lambasted 
thu s an d with the other accom­ 
pan yin g vitu peration . 
So most 
people keep their mou ths shu t, 
pu blicly, which is precisely the 
Commu n ists’ d esign . 
A frien d 
has sen t me a little book on Com­ 
mu n ist tactics in labor 
u n ion s 
which 
has the 
rin g of au ­ 
then ticity. It was written by Karl 
Baarslag, an A. F. of L. member 
sin ce 1920. Un like man y cu rren t 
au thors in this paticu lar field , 
Baarslag was n ever a Commu n ist. 
He was on e of the fou n d ers, 
in 1931, of a sea-goin g rad io op­ 
erators u n ion . Within a few years 
it had 1,500 members an d 
was 
rigid ly con trolled by a han d fu l of 
Commu n ists. “There 
were less 
than 60 id en tifiable Commu n ists 
an d possibly 150 to 200 fellow 
travelers an d d u pes,” Baarslag 
writes. “Amon g the loyal mem­ 
bers, the pu zzlin g qu estion arose, 


How can so few d omin ate an d 
ou twit so man y’?” 
There are man y an swers. This 
u n ion labor man who is wTarn in g 
America again st Commu n ists an d 
their d u pes fills his book with 
an swers. Here’s on e: 
“Commu ­ 
n ists have a very low opin ion of 
the cou rage of u n ion members in 
the mass 
becau se 
they 
kn ow 
throu gh lon g experien ce that the 
average American worker d is­ 
likes con troversy an d 
‘trou ble’ 
an d will stay away from u n ion 
meetin gs that are con stan tly ren t 
by bitter d issen sion . 
“Lackin g a machin e, a gan g, 
rr cliqu e to back him u p an d d e­ 
fen d him the average peace-lov­ 
in g an d qu iet u n ion member d e­ 
cid es that silen ce an d d iscretion 
are the better part of valor. That 
mean s that abou t 90 per cen t of 
the membership of most u n ion s 
either stay away from meetin gs 
or take n o active part in those 
they d o atten d .” Thu s d o the con ­ 
spirators, whose con stan t goal is 
the d estru ction of ou r 
n ation , 
gain con trol of highly strategic 
u n ion s in which they have on ly 
a small n u mber of members. 
The A. F. of L. veteran says 
fu rther: “All ou tstan d in g an ti- 
Commu n ists are mad e the victims 
of a well organ ized bu t cleverly 
d isgu ised campaign of vilification 
an d slan d er . . . 
The average 
American , believin g in ‘live an d 
let live’ an d eager to be kn own 
as a ‘good fellow 
withou t an 
en emy in the world ’ is particu ­ 
larly vu ln erable to (the threat of) 
the smear. The list of labor an d 
liberal figu res who have been 
d issu ad ed 
from 
makin g 
an ti- 
Commu n ist statemen ts 
or 
en ­ 
gagin g in activities in imical to the 
Commu n ist Party by the simple 
threat of a good smearin g is la­ 
men tably lon g.” 
In recen t mon ths I’ve met an d 
talked to two of America’s fore­ 
most au thorities on Commu n ism 
in America. On e is a former high- 
placed FBI agen t. They told me 
that when Commu n ists get con ­ 
trol of a u n ion they try—some­ 
times su ccessfu lly—to close the 
d oor of employmen t to aggres­ 
sive an ti-Commu n ists. They told 
me of specific cases. It all ad d s u p 
to the fact that you can ’t fight 
Commu n ism 
tod ay 
an d 
have 
peace an d qu iet. Bu t even so, the 
American forces arrayed again st 
the con spiracy are growin g 
in 
voice an d stren gth an d are d e­ 
termin ed to win even if it re­ 
qu ires some martyrs,

Haphazard swimmmg 
in lakes, ocean s or rivers may 
hold u n expected 
d an gers. 
The 
water may be d eeper than

pected , there may be u n d ertows, 
su bmerged rocks, stu mps, weed s 
or su d d en step-off spots. Some* 
times the water is more shallow 
than an ticipated an d a d ive will 
cau se a broken n eck or con cu s­ 
sion . 
If the water is too cold a su d ­ 
d en cramp may d evelop an d if n o 
on e is n ear, the swimmer can 
d rown rapid ly.

Five pages later, in a discus­ 
sio n o f ho w much tax mo ney 
wo uld have to be spent o n sub­ 
sidy payments to egg pro ducers, 
the

rm inco me fo r eggs wo uld be 
suppo rted at the lo west level per­ 
mitted under the Brannan plan. 
One hundredd tho usand co mic

E. Germans, Poles Set 
Oder-Neisse Boundary 


'BERLIN, J une 7—(AP)—Co m- 
munist Po land and So viet-o ccu­ 
pied East Germany anno unced 
to day a bro ad eco no mic-po litical 
agreement under which bo th par­ 
ties will regard the new po stwar 
Po lish-German bo rder as perma­ 
nent. 
The anno uncement immediate­ 
ly aro used accusatio ns o f treaso n 
against the East German go vern­ 
ment in the press o f West Berlin. 
The bo rder in questio n is the 
line fo rmed by the Oder and 
Neisse Rivers. It gives Po land 
large and rich territo ries which’ 
fo rmerly belo nged to Germany. 
This made up to Po land fo r lo ss 
o f territo ry taken o ver in the 
east by Russia. 
The Western po wers have no t 
regarded the Oder-Neisse line as 
final, insisting that the final dis­ 
po sitio n o f German territo ries 
must await a German peace co n­ 
ference, but Russia has backed 
Po land’s claims 
Bo th here and in Warsaw an­ 
no uncement was made o f a jo int 
declaratio n “ permanently mark­ 
ing” the bo rder o n the Oder- 
Neisse line. The declaratio n also 
pro vided fo r co ntro l o f mo ve­ 
ments o f the natio nals o f bo th 
co untries 
and 
fo r 
navigable 
rights o n the fro ntier waters.
